Don't know what the -3 means but the SB-310 was the first really good 
receiver I owned. 


The AM filter for the SWL receivers, SW-310, -313 was 5 kHz wide. The AM 
filter (optional) for ham receivers, SB-301, etc, was 3.75 kHz wide. 

For better AM selectivity, you can replace the stock 5 kHz filter 
with one from one of the ham rx's. 

If you find the set motorboats at certain preselector settings, it' 
likely from poor connections from the preselector tuning cap to 
ground. I ended up adding several pieces of braid to mine.

Yayy! 
A question about Condenser Gotchas! 


...And a bit of amends to those who practice the xprofessionx of 
engineering in the explaining, to boot: 


First off, the various and sundry design staffs (staves?) of National, 
Hammarlund, Hallicrafters, RME, Breting and yes, even The Radio Corporation 
Of America were very well aware that tyhe good ol' wax-daubed, rolled-up

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> paper and foil condenser was not too real perfect a component, even with a 


little dabba this and that (even some PCB oils, sometimes, for those who 
enjoy fretting that issue) added in to help out. They had a known limited 
life and a known not-so-good dielectric, and some versions even had rather 
significant inductance. 

But the price! And the (for the time) small size, and the general 
convenience of the things all added up to a very attractive package 
nevertheless. So what the good designer of radios did was, use ‘em with 
care--like a mountain climber counting on a little piton or jamnut to take 
his whole weight, it took knowing xhowx to use the part to make it work. 
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I'll amplify on what Bobbi has said. Yes, new modern radial 
capacitors not only *xcanx be used to rebuild and old radio, but you 
can get superior performance from using them (and metal resistors in 
place of drifted/noisy carbons). For .01 and .02's I use those little 
green encapsulated things from Mouser. There are some tricks to this. 


The old wax paper tubulars were large compared to the new styles. For 
cathode and screen bypasses, it is very desirable to find new 
grounding points so that you don't have long leads. Those are vitamin 
L and don't mix happily with vitamin C, particularly in new modern 
condensors that are not loaded with vitamin R. All passives, both 
resistors and capacitors, are little LRC circuits---the idea is to get 
lots of C with the capacitors, and lots of R with the resistors, and 
not much of the remaining two. For 455 Khz. IF's and RF circuits 
above that, .01 mike and 2.2K ohms are fine for B+ bypasses. A .01 is 
also quite adequate for a cathode bypass. 


The risk always is that with new modern components, you may get 
parasitic "birdies," and chasing parasitics is a nuisance. Those 
aren't songbirds; they're bluejays, magpies, ravens, and crows. To 
slow them down, I generally put 1/8 watt squeal stoppers on grid and 
plate leads---47 ohms works just fine. The original didn't have them 
unless they needed them because they cost money---take a look at the 
Hallicrafters S-40, which has them in the RF stage because it needed 
them. Originally, manufacturers dealt with parasitic problems as they 
found them---in a preproduction run using lossy old wax paper 
condensors. With new stuff, you're adding Q everywhere, so watch out. 
I've never seen parasitic problems in an AA5 or a recapped car radio 
(AM broadcast), but there's always a first time. The RME-45 TI rebuilt 
had a terrible parasitic that I finally traced to the very long AVC 
line---an extra decoupling cap in front of the RC decouple (making it 
a CRC pi network) at the crystal filter solved it. 


Things not to ignore: 

a. Screen voltages on pentode voltage amplifiers are critical. If 
the radio was designed to have 100 volts on the screens of tubes like 
6SK7 or 6BA6, get the screen voltage right. Plate voltage doesn't 
matter very much (most of them will run just as well on 180 volts as 


250). Nationals used 70 volts on a lot of screens, with a different 
(lower) self-bias value. Generally, don't tamper with those 
parameters. 


b. Make sure that the cathode resistors are correct and that the 
initial self-bias is correct on RF and IF stages. These generally use 
"variable mu" or "remote cutoff" tubes. If you've got 5 volts instead 
of 3 at the cathode of a 6SK7 with 100 volts on the screen, you've 
just lost about half the gain. 


c. The real damage-causing achilles heel in almost all old radios is 
the network consisting of the grid coupling capacitor and grid leak 
resistor on the audio power amplifier stage. Remove the output tube 
and use a VTVM to check the voltage across the grid leak---should be 
no more than a few millivolts. Remember that these tubes typically 
have a rather large grid current, so don't exceed the handbook values 
for the grid leak----replace if it has drifted or if the original 
designer exceeded the handbook maximum. Double check the bias with 
the output tube in place. What you see should make sense when 
compared with handbook "typical" parameters. That is, your class A 
6V6 should have a cathode current very close to 50 ma., not 75 or 100. 


d. The AVC line is a high impedance circuit, and any capacitor 
leakage here is going to dampen down AVC sensitivity and lead to 
swamping in the last IF stage. There are generally several caps hung 
on this line, with values of 0.5 mike being typical, so there is 
plenty of opportunity for leakage. 


f. Parasitics can show up anywhere. To check, hang a VTVM on the 
detector output and strap across the antenna terminals, then tune the 
receiver. If you see a sudden large increase in detector output 
voltage, you've got a parasitic.
